Pope home site of city-owner controversy

A man’s home is his castle
and even the prevailing forces
of city administration warrant
a standoff when they try to take
it:

Such is the consciousness of
John H. Pope, senior citizen
currently embroiled in a heated
dispute with officials in what
he terms an ‘ attempt tp“take
his house for nothing.’

“They want to take my
home,” Pope, 70, relates in
a determined tone as he re-
counts events of the past few
months centered- around the
modest but attractive bunga-
low at 2517 N. Temple.

To Pope’s disdain, his re-
sidence of nearly 40 years oc-
cupies space designated “R-
70,” a renovation and renewal
project administered by the lo-
cal Division of Urban Renewal.

Since the program’s initia-
tion-, various officials have
bargained, pressured and ser-
ved notice that Pope and his
wife must vacate their pre-
mises.

WASHINGTON-—(NBNS)—-

This country’s racial pro-
blem will not be solved unless
Americans realize that whites
and blacks have not oeen, and
are not now, treated equany.

This- was the-belief of for-
mer President Lyndon B. John-
son who related it in his last
interview before his death at
the LBJ ranch in Texas on Jan.
22.

“One stands in an elevated
position with all the advant-
ages this country gives him and
the other stands down in the
rut, neglected and overlooked,
and enjoyed second-rate facil-
ities and housing, and jobs and
schools and health, and every-
thing else, duringour entire go-
vernmental existence,” the for-
mer President said in an Jan.
10 interview with CBS newsman
W;alter Cronkite which was tele-
vised last week.

“And, we began to do some-
thing about it (the unequal treat-
ment),” Mr. Johnson continued.
“But, unless we recognize the

Later, as a congressman who
courted the black as well as
the black vote, he said his
constituents would come up to
shake his hand after a speech
and the blacks would stand aside
until the whites were finished.

In addition, under a contract
with the Army Judge Advocate
General, the National Bar Foun-
dation announced through its
placement director, DorothyW.
Jones, that its second focus is
on placing black Spanish speak-.
ing and Indian students, in ad-
dition to lawyers, in the Army
Judge Advocate General Corps.

WASHINGTON —

The Federal government has
made great strides inadvancing
equal employment opportunity
for minorities and females
““through increasingly aggress-
ive enforcement’ of laws pro-
hibiting discrimination, a top
Federal EEO officer said here
recently.

Speaking before the Phi Beta
Sigma Social Fraternity, Philip
J. Davis, Director of the Office
of FederalContractCompliance

(OFCC), stated that in recent
years, compliance activities
have moved from “‘window'

dressing” to a ““systematic ef-
fort to secure the rightful place
for all minorities and females™
in employment.

Davis cited two recent Labor
Department cases as evidence
““that we are indeed making pro-
gress’ in eradicating discrimi-
nation in employment.

The first, he said, is an ad-
ministrative decision issued by
former Secretary of Labor,
James D! Hodgson, order-
ing Bethlehem Steel Comnany
to initiate a ‘ comprehensive
remedial action program’ to
correct a discriminatory sen-
iority system at its Sparrows
against thousands of black em-
ployees who were assigned to
departments and jobs with
limited advancement opport-
unities.

Under the decision, ““Bethle-
hem is required to permit all
blacks placed before 1968 into

' less desirable jobs. . .totrans-
fer to departments in which
blacks have been underutilized
without cost,” Davis explained.
Should Bethlehem fail to take
the necessary remedial action,
it could lose all government
contracts and  subcontracts
under the provisions of Execu-
tive Order 11246 which prohibits
discrimi natory employ-
ment practices by Federal con-
tractors.

Save'

The second case Davis cited
is the recent signing ofa “ mon-
umental” agreement by the
American Telephone and Tele-
graph Company (the country’s
largest private employer), its
24 operating companies, the
OFCC and the Equal Em-
ployment Opportunity Com-
mission (EEOC) which re-
presents the largest equal em-
ployment opportunity settle-
ment in the Nation’s history.’
The agreement affords 13,000
women and 2,000 minority men
the opportunity to transfer to
better jobs and “‘compensates
them for loses of past earnings
in the amount of $15 million.’

Davis predicted this historic
settlement, which resulted from
Intensive  negotiations  with
AT&T after OFCC assumed jur-
isdiction over the company last
September, will ““serve as a
model for OFCC’s future en-
deavors with major industry.”

In describing other advances
in the area of equal opport-
unity, the OFCC director noted
that in March 1972 the EEOC
was granted the power to ““bring
law suits in behalf of complain-
ants.” This, he explained, re-
presents “‘a major step for-
ward” in the enforcement of
laws prohibiting discriminatory
employment practices.

In his closing remarks, Davis
promised the Office of Federal
Contract Compliance “‘will be
the governmental agency that
American industry will respect
and reckon with when it
completes for the Federal
dollar through contractual ser-
vices.”

Following his speech, Davis
was presented with a check in'
his name to the United Negro
College Fund by chapter presi-
dent, Joseph S. Battle. Davis
had requested that in lieu of
an honorarium- a contribution
be made to the fund.

Doctor’s foresight and dedication

The foresight, dedication and
willingness to serve the less
fortunate of one black doctor
in the city made possible com-
plete physical examinations for
over 200 citizens Saturday and
Sunday at a diagnostic medi-
cal health clinic located in the
Clearstream Gardens Apart-
ment Complex, 2353 S. Riley.

Dr. Robert Briggs, also a
prominent local community and
civic leader, founded Health
Systems Inc. about two ijignths
ago at a cost of $200,000. He
set up the unique unit, which
is the only one of its kind in the
country. Virtually all of this
meoney came out of the dir-
ector’s pocket. He personally
felt the need to provide effi-
.client medical services for the
underprivileged - -those on Me-
dicaid r including welfare re-
cipients and ADC mothers.

As captain of a mobile me-
dical unit during the Korean
War, Dr. Briggs became con-
scious of problems affecting
the ill and their ne4d for care.
Thus his desire, when it be-
came possible to establish a
program especially geared tow-
are service to those in need,
was developed.

attention would receive i m-
mediate help from a private
doctor. This would include a
complete dietary program.

Health Systems Inc., which
receives the compretent ser-
vice of high echelon black and
white doctors who are paid, de-
veloped out of Dr. Briggs’ mul-
ti-phasic program for Medi-
caid patients which he had set
up in his office but found those
who would benefit were not u-
tilizing the opportunity.

Dr. Briggs’ program is not
designed to make any professio-
nal person rich. It is aimed at
providing medical services with
expertise to the poverty-strick-
en. Its costs is expected to be
underwritten in part by t h e
state’s Medicaid program. “We
can make this a more efficient
operation by getting people
with expertise. We planto go in-
to other areas.” the notable
practicing physician explained.

Serving at Clearsteam Gar-
dens for the two days were ap-
proximately 20 people. This in-
cluded three doctors, seven
technicians, two nurses, and
the rest volunteers. Included
in this conscientious number
was Dr. Jacqueline Hubbard, a
British physician; Mrs. Mar-
lene Farquhar. a.licensedprac-
tical nurse and Milton Flowers,
a bio-chemist. Also serving
restlessly was Mrs. Virginia
Briggs, a registered nurse, who
devoutly assists her husband.

The over 200 citizens receiv-
ing the extensive examinations,
some of which were free, in-
cluded 50 per cent children. Pa-
tients ranged in age from in-
fancy to 65. There were several
accute illnesses related to flu
and pneumonia treated on the
spxJt, at least 40 ‘tonsi-llecto-
mies, and in addition minor
physical ills.

Free bus and car service
was provided for residents
without transportation. The
Clearstreams Gardens service
was provided through the ef-
forts of Mrs. Nancy Wells,
coordinator for Health Sys-
tems Inc. Dr. Briggs compli-
mented Mrs. Wells as being
““very knowledgeable and able
about the need. * *“She de-
veloped a staff of ladies so-
licited information and se-
cured volunteers to bring pa-
tients to the clinic,” he added.
The cost for the two days ran
close to $3,000.

Dr. Briggs has been practi-
cing since 1950. The 56-year-
old physician, a native of Wash-
ington, D.C., is also medical
director of the Martindale Me-
thadone Clinic and the Keystone
Methadone Clinic.

Despite his services to
Health Systems Inc. and the two
methadone clinics for the treat-
ment of heroin addicts.

Urban League director hits
Nixon’s budget proposals

Vernon E. Jordan, Jr., exe-
cutive director of the National
Urban League charged today
that the cuts in social ser-
vices projected in the federal
Budget ““will have a disastrous
impact on black citizens and
on all poor people.”

Mr. Jordan made his com-
ments in a speech to the
Electronic Industries Associa-
tion Industrial Relations Coun-
cil, meeting in Indian Wells,
California.

Mr. Jordan stated: ““The pro-
posed dissolution of the Office
of Economic Opportunity and its
community action program will
break faith with black people
and poor people who had start-
ed to build community strengths
with high hopes. It will end
hundreds of constructive local
social service programs. It will
remove from the institutional
fabric of our government the
sole agency whose duty it is
to be the advocate of the poor
and the powerless.

‘““The other cuts are, if any-
thing, even more damaging to
the interests of the poor. A
freeze on housing at a time
of acute big city housing short-
ages< and skyrocketing prices,
higher Medicare payments,
deep slashes in aid to educa-
tion -- all go far beyong the
pernrssible limits of benign
neglect and constitute a massive
attack on the limited gains made
by poor people and by black
people. They amount to a re-
fusal to live up to the pro-
mises made in past years. The
excuse for hanging on in Viet-
nam for so long was that we
had to honor our commitments
to the government there. But
this budget reflects an abject
refusal to honor commitments
made to our own citizens.”

Mr. Jordan attacked the as-
sumption that social programs
will be continued on the local
level with revenue sharing
funds. He said: ““To black
Americans, who have his-
torically looked to the federal

government to correct the
abuses of selfish local In-
terests, that argument looks

very much like hiring the wolf
to guard the sheep. It is axio-
matic in  American policical
life that the lower the level
of government, the lower the
level of competence and the
higher the margin for discrimi-
nation against the poor and the
powerless. The power that ac-
crued to the central government
in the past was due to the fail-
ure of localities to be res-
ponsive to the needs of all
but a handful of their consti-
tuents. Thus it has been and
thus, | fear, it shall be.

““We are told not look to
Washington for the resolution
of the country’s ills, but that
local communities andindividal
initiative should be the order of
the day. This is a theme that

has great appeal for many
Americans who yearn to return
to the days when social pro-
blems seeme'd less complex
and less intractable than they
do today.

““‘But others would argue that
without bold, affirmative lea-
dership from the national go-
vernment, our problems will
continue to fester unsolved and
worsening.

““The shift in emphasis away
from federal programs strikes
fear into minorities who are
well aware that white people
got out from under the terrible
Depression due to the bold fe-
deral programs of the New and
Fair Deals. Now that Wash-
ington has finally begun to ini-
tiate programs to improve the
lives of black and brown citi-
zens, they’re told to look to
local governments notorious for
their historic insensitivity to
the poor, and to individual ini-
tiative.”

As collateral
he put up his house. That night
Mr. Johnson’s sister, in looking
over the contract he had signed,
called his attention to the fact
that if he missed one payment to
the company, he would stand to
lose his house. Now Mr. John-
son thinks he had better cancel
the contract. Can he-?

Federal | a w gives Mr. John-
son until midnight of the third
business day after he signed to
change his mind anytime he
gets credit by putting his house
gets credit by putting up.his
house as collateral for the loan.
According to the law, the Roof-
Top Company must give Mr.
Johnson 2 copies of a notice
telling him of his right to can-
cel. The notice must also tell
Mr. Johnson that he is entitled
to a refund of his downpayment
if he cancels. The notice must
also give the name and address
of the company so Mr. Johnson
wvill know where to send his
written notice. Even if both Mr.
and Mrs. Johnson own the house,
it is perfectly all right for only
Mr. Johnson to cancel.

According to the federal law,
Roof-Top must also wait 3 busi-
ness days to begin the work. Bu-
siness days do not include Sun-
day a n d basic holidays like
Christmas, Labor Day, Memor-
ial Day and the like. The three
days begin from the time the two
notices are given to the buyer.
Thus, Mr. Johnson should im-
Roof-Top, telling them he wish-
es to cancel the contract.

Suppose Mr. Johnson puts up
his home to buy a new furnace.
Since the old one isn’t working,
he doesn’t want the company to
wait 3 days to install the new
furnace. Then, according to the

Lyndon Johnson’'s Legacy

Lyndon Baines Johnson is
gone, but we must be forever
grateful that he walked among
us. Hewas, beyond any shadow
of doubt, the Presidentwho held
the aspirations of black citizens
closest to his hear\

It was Lyndon Johnson who
stood inthe well of Congress and
proclaimed ““We Shall Over-
come,” and he did hisverybest
to overcome the bitter heritage
of inequality and discrimination
that holds all of us -- black and
white -- chained to conflict and
confrontation when our spirits
should soar as eagles in a bright
sky.

He sought to construct
a ““Great Society.” but that so-
ciety fell far short of greatness'.
It faltered in the mud of a war
that was his single greatest fai-
lure, and it faltered in a back-
lash that still runs rampant.

But if he could not in the short
space of five years constructa
Great Society', he did take this
Country a long wav into a Second
Reconstruction. H i s policies
helped shape the decade of the
sixties: a period that saw black
people emerge as a moral force
in the nation, a period that saw
black people take giant steps to-
ward equality.

By one of those queer, eerie
strokes of chance | was writing
a letter to him on the day he
died, a letter thanking him for
his hospitality during my par-
ticipation in the Civil Rights
Symposium at the LBJ Library-
in Austin Texas in December.
That was the last time | saw
him, and | am grateful that he
had the opportunity to witness
the outpouring of affection and
admiration at that occassion.

People from all spectrumsof
the civil rights movement his
Administration, and the judici-
ary were there to help unveil
the civil rights archives of the
LBJ Library and to pay tribute
to the accomplishments of the
sixties.

It is fashionable t od ay to
downgrade the achievements of
that decade. But we ought to take
time out from our concern fpr
what has been left undonw and
nay tr.bute to what had been a-
chieved..

Packed into that decade, and
especially during the Johnson
Administration, was a series of
federal actions that, taken toge-
ther, broke the back of legal
segregation; shifted some po-
wer to minorities, reordered
the way people thought about do-
mestic issues, and created a
body of law and custom that
will be, for the most part, ir-
reversible. The result was to
create myriad new opportuni-
ties for black people and to bring
to minorities a sense of self-
confidence that will continue far
into the future.

The country entered the six-

ties wedded to racism and it left
it with a whole new attitude to-
ward equal rights and democra-
tic values. And the Johnson Pre-
sidency was primarily respon-

sible for that change.

Just to list the bills he fought
for and programs he initiated
would take more space than this
column has. What other demo-
cratic country undertook in so
short a period of time such so-
cial innovations as w e r e con-
tained in the Civil Rights Act
of 1964. which eliminated dis-
crimination in public places
and in employment; the Voting
Rights Act of 1965, which revo-
lutionized southern politics and
assured blacks the vote: t he
Fair Housing Act, which barred
discrimination in housing; me-
dical aid for the aged, model ci-
ties programs anti - poverty
programs, and a host of other
actions that helped millions of

people.

It is ironic that Lyndon John-
son died on the very day that a
cease-fire agreement for Viet-
nam was initialed in Paris. That
war was his undoing and the fi-
nancial and moral demands it
made effectively ended the so-
cial reforms be championed.
That war was a tragedy, both
for the man who wanted history
to remember him for his do-
mestic accomplishments, and
for the nation, which despera-
tely needed social reforms and
domestic peace.

I am confident that, long af-
ter the sour taste of the Viet-
nam adventure avanshes his-
tory will record with awe the
domestic actions of the Johnson
era, and will reserve a place of
greatness for this bold, great
man.

I am writing in response to the
letter of a state prison employ-
ee printed January 20.

The anonymous employee char-
ges the Department of Correc-
tion with deceiving and mislead-
ing the public about the brutal
conditions of maltreatment to
inmates, and reports hearingof
““a book being written by an in-
mate named Battles that bi®
shots don’t want to read.”

These charges are substan-
tiated in the forthcoming book
now finished after two years of
work and struggle. The terror
that the inmates of our state
prison live with daily behind the
front of prison reform and re-
habilitation is revealed by Mr.
Jesse Battles an inmate of the
Michigan City Prison.

Does Governor Bowen have
knowledge of how inmates are
being maltreated there? The ho-
nest politicians and citizens of
Indiana have a right to know
what is happening behind these
wMIs. This will be possible if
“Some Live On” is not suppres-
sed by the jjowerfui people who
are incriminated by this book.

As a powerfully eloquent af-

firmation of humanity, justice
and nonviolence in the face of
brutality “Some Live On” will
prompt .our citizens who are
morally concerned about pri-
son brutality to demand true
rehabilitation and helo for men
who knNnowv only the life of
crime. The force of public o-
pinion can counteract the sup-
pression of this book if we de-
mand to know what is behind
the despicably cheerful facade
of press releases from prison
officials.

For fear of losing my visiting
rights and other harassment, I,
too,, must remain anonymous.
However, when “Some Live On™
is released the entire truth a-
bout our prisons and the men
fighting.for a decent life behind
the walls will be known.

>Termites in the woodwork
[of Black History studies

Readers of this Column hard-
ly need to be told that white ar-
rogance faced with the need to
give arationale to the slavery of
blacks deleted from their
so-called history books all lau-
dable achievements of Africans
and their descendents in all
parts of the world. Nor is it un-
known to most of these readers
that confronted with absence of
the recording of Negro achieve-
ments in all of the readily a-
vailable history books and the
mass media, black Americans
generally accepted the image of
blacks drawn bv whites and even
black teachers of history took a
aim view of black history.

But fortunately there wwas
a handful of pioneers who dared
to research the subject and
come up with gems of black a-
chievements in Africa and in the
other parts of the globe to which
the sons and daughters of Africa
had been dispersed. Among
these pioneers were George
Washington Williams, an Ohio
barrister, who in 1880. publish-
ed the first serious history of
black America; and Carter G.
Woodson, a Harvard t raine d
historian whose studies of
black accomplishments led him
in 1916 to establish the Asso-
ciation for the Study of Negro
Life and History and its Negro
History Week.

Unfortunately from 1916 until
the past decade the interest in
black history was limited to few
blacks and a microscopic num-
ber of whites. During that time
some outstandingblack scho-
lars s u c h as Rayford Logan,
Benjamin Quarls. John Hope
Franklin and Charles Wesley
took up where Carter Woodson
left off and pursued in a scho-
larly manner the search for the
black past. To their number

should be added the self-train-
ed journalistic historian J.A.
Rogers, who for decades pub-
lished vignettes of black his-
tory in the Pittsburgh Courier.

But in the main the number of
blacks who were attracted to the
study of the past history of black
people was pitifully small. Here
in Indiana, the late Dr. Joseph
Carroll, a Ph.D. from Ohio
State and a teacher of history at
Crispus Attucks High School,
was like a voice crying in the
wilderness in his attempt to
elevate the study of black his-
tory to an honorable place a-
mong the scholarly disciplines.
In Terre Haute, John W. Lyda,
a public school teacher and
graduate of Indiana State Tea-
‘chers’ College pioneered inthe
study of the history of Hoosier
black history. H i s privately
published historical monograph
was never widely read.

The first viable history of
Indiana Negroes was written
in the 1950’s by a white wo-
man scholar, Dr. Emmal”™ou
Thronbrough, of Butler Uni-
versity. Her “ine isegro in
Indiana Before 1900: A study
of a Minority” was followed in
the 1960s by ““Since Emanci-
pation - A Short History of
Indiana Negroes, 1863-19637’;
and ““Highlights of the History
of Indiana Negroes Since E-
mancipation  a historical mo-
nograph co-authored by this
columnist. None of these writ-
ings received the circulation
nor readership which they me-
rited.

The efforts by the late Dr.
Carroll and others to form a
local affiliate of t h e Asso-
ciation for the Study of Negro
Life and History bore little
fruit and the study of black
history in Indiana and Indi-

This re-
minds me of a committee in
the Legislature that covers all
segments of the state investi-
gating the question of taxes.
They can all agree there should
be an increase but the other
party should be the one to pay
it. If we truly intend for the
poor to have adequate legal
service then we must agree
that the one to be sued has no
priorities in the eyes of the
attorney who is desperately try-
ing to obtain a settlement for his
client.

The mayor or the Council
might agree that it is alright to
sue everyone else except the
[ state.If | understood the Pre-
sident’s remarks than | can a-
gree with him that there ought
not to be any restrictions on
who the poor people can sue
through LSO.

Just for a minute, let’s a-
gree that there are some re-
strictions then| ask you, “What
kind of a committee structure
should be set up to decide?”
Should it be the editorial wri-
ters, should it be the John
Birch Society, should it be the
KKK, should it be the Black Pan-
thers, should it be labor unions,
s h o u 1l ditbe corporations,
should it be state government,
city government or federaTgo-
vernment? | think it should
stand as it is now, the LSO or
LASfor the indigent and the pri-
vate attorneys for the people
who are lucky enough to make
enough money to pay their own
way. Naturally, | would be will-
ing for the Board of Directors
of LSO to handdown the guide-
lines on this matter. | do want
to make it clear that the situa-
tion as it now stands, in my
opinion is a drastic attemnt to
infringe upon the authority of
the Board of Directors of LSO.

It seems that many people
have talked about letting the
community people decode on
their activities and they are
fully in favor of LSO. | truly
believe this whole episode will
adversely affect the represen-
tation of the poor. It is regret-

able, all the accusations and
the false impressions that have
been made against thisgroup.It
is ironic that $191.104 was ear-
marked for the dog pound last
year and $363,123 was allocat-
ed for legal representation for
our city for this period --allof
which is accepted without ques-
tion -- while $202,000 for legal
representation for the poor in
our town causes an uproar.

I'd like to address myselfjust
for a minute as to the class ac-
tion suits. | want to make it
clear that I’'m not satisfied
with LSO in this matter. In this
city, if a mother or father’s son
is picked up. he has to write a
letter to the jail and the autho-
rities will write back when the
parents may visit. If they hap-
pened to be from a well-to-do
family I’m sure this rule would
be benf with mere phone calls.
In any event, at least the bonds-
man woujd be available for his
release.

In many cases the poor, and
not even what you would consi-
der the poor,, are blocked from
being released inasmuch as
communications with the indi-
vidual jailed are restricted be-
cause they don’t have access to
the credit union funds he has
available or checking account
that he has available that could
be used for his release. | don’t
pose as an attorney but | would
certainly welcome LSO. LAS or

anapolis remained at a low
ebb.

With the outcropping of black
militancy and the birth of a
Nnewv pride in things, blacks
brought out an intense desire
to know of the glorious past
achievements of blacks every-
where.

mega Psi Fraternity and one or
two local groups had seen fit
to be involved before.

Now it seems that in Indi-
anapolis there are some three
or four groups who are doing
battle to become the authenic
portagonist on black history is
extremely remote. Their inter-
necine warfare constitutes a
colony of termites eating away
at the wordwork of the serious
business of digging out the past
of blacks in Indiana and else-
where.

The bull-pen is the area a
person awaits trial or a court
appearance. Here, the time in
which he is tried is quicker
and often within two or three
days of his arrest. If he does
not make bond with some re-
presentative of a bonding
agency, then he is sent to jail.

The area is deplorable,'ci-
garette butts on the floor, smoke
in the air and a few arrested
souls pacing the place “to and
fro' over petty charges such as
Intoxication or traffic tickets.

In the bigger and more so-
phisticated cities people who
are extremely drunk are
arrested then released the next
day but here in ‘Indy’ its quite

different, 'money is made and
people are play'd they don’t
try to understand.

In the bull-pen the coming
morning were were fed weak
coffee and a n awful cup of
bean-soup, maybe served with
a slice of bread and nothing
more.

I know not which.

| think most of the people
were treated according to vis-
ual appearance; If you looked
clean-cut and up-right you were
treated with more respect and
if y o u looked like a bum then
you were just one of the boys.
Remember jail is ran like a mil-
itary organization consisting of
ranks and etc., so it would be
advantageous to address the
least person in their structure
as ‘Sir’ as well as the highest.

PBS CMtrMKsial ‘Black Journal
soiiles hHmmM alter protests

WASHINTON--(NBNS) -

“Black Journal,” the public
affairs program which has fea-
tured such controversial per-
sons as Angela Davis, has been
refunded for hext season, it
was reported here this week.

Last December, there had
been speculation that the black-
oriented program would notre-
ceive funding this year after the
Corporation for Public Broad-
casting (CPB) had omitted it
from its ““tentative’ list of
national programming.

At that time, Tony Brown,
dean of Howard University’s
School of Communications and
producer of the show, lambasted
CPB President Henry Loomis
and Board Chairman Thomas
B. Curtis as “‘the new right
wingers" who think the program
““separates the races." Brown
attributed the cancellation to
Loomis’ “Negro friends in
Miami (who) say the program
is too militant.” However,
Loomis said he wanted to con-
sider ““additional points of
view” about black programming
before a decision on whether or
not to drop the program was
made.

Brown, who made no secret
of his wrath, threatened to ““go
for their jiigular" in order to
keep the. program on the air.
He said he would enlist the aid
of the Congressional Black Cau-
cus, the National Urban League,
and other national civil rights
groups to support the ““Friends

of Black Journal.’” In addition,
Brown said he was considering
possible legal redress since

public broadcasting is financed
bv tax monies.

According to some sources,
the * Friends" conducted a
mass write-in and other sup-
porters picketed Curtis’ Law
offices. As the board met here
last Wednesday, a group of
about 12 persons marched out-
side the CPB offices to pro-
test the cancellation of “Black
Journal.”

Following the board meeting,
the CPB announced that * Black
Journal’ would receive a
$350,000 budget next season—
the same amount it now re-
ceives. In addition, the board
said it had. budgeted $300,000
for ““additional black program-
ming,” but did not go into
specifics.

(““Soul," the only other black
public television program now
being aired, has not been
refunded to date.)

The CPB said ‘‘Black Jour-
nal" was renewed ““on the basis
of the show’s popularity', mail
from viewers and the recogni-
tion of a need for minority
programing." However, it is
believed that Brown’s energetic
campaign served as consider-
able encouragement in the board
able encouragement in the
board’s decision.

Brown could not be reached
for comment.

get me out.of there is that they
carry me out.”

The controversy was spawned
by. Urban Renewal’s proposal
to upgrade the Temple Avenue

area with mass renovation.
First, Pope and his neighbors
were informed via official city
notification that their homes
constituted a community eye-
sore and would have to under-
go mass improvement.

This struck a sour note with
Pope because in 1968 he spent
$7,000 on roofing and siding
and in 1970 he obtained a$6,000
home imorovement from Speed-
way Savings and LoanCorpora-
tion to have his dwelling ““re-
modeled throughout.”

When he balked at this re-
commendation, Pope was bom-

, barded by city inspectors who
could find nothing wronp with
the house. Because he refused a
$11,000 offer for the house,
Pope feels the city is trying
to force him to pay $108 a
month rent for his house when
he pays only $63 per month for
mortgage.

“To show you how they are,
they paved all of Temple up
to 30th Street and stopped at
my property line,” he recalls.
“Then they blacktopped the
alley behind my house, and, as
if that isn’t enough, they tell
me now they want the street
to make a left turn THROUGH
my house.’

This would mean demolition
of the Pope property in what
he terms a ‘ vengeful move.”

City and urban renewal of-
ficials have shown the Pope
couple two homes they consi-
dered comparable in value to
their present one.

Pope disagrees. “They were
nothing like or as good as our
present home and I’'m not going
to move into either one.”

He also scoffs at the $200
dislocation plus furniture al-
lowance offered by the city and
the official notice mailed Tues-
day, January 16, saying the
house must be vacant' by March
7.

His ire has been called to
the attention of Mayor Richard
Lugar and Govenor Otis R.
Bowen, through letters. Res-
ponse from Govenor Bowen’s
office was merely a secretary’s
reply ““That’s city business.
We can’t do anything about it.”

But from Mayor Lugar, itwas
a different story. The ““Pope
Story’ was featured on a local
TV news broadcast and Mayor
Lugar assured newsmen the
house would not be bothered.

But the pressure continued
and renewal officials notified
Pope his house had been pur-
chased and he would have to
pay $108 monthly rent.

insensitive to their needs.

““We’ve got a lot out of Nixon
but we had to pull it out between
his teeth.” Mr. Evers said in
an interview. “But what about
the rest of the country? Let's
do something for them. The ad-
ministration shouldn’t pick and
choose who gets money and who
doesn’t.”

Mayor Richard Hatcher of
Gary a speaker at the weekend
conference, said he was con-
fident that his city could sur-
mount the cuts in human re-
sources activity imposed by
the budget cutbacks. ““Butthee’s
the budget cutlbacks.

WASHINGTON—Tr(NBNS)----

A number of Black groups
and individuals are expected to
join the call by Senator Abra-
ham Ribicoff (D-Conn.) to make
public the Department of Health,
Education and Welfare the
meetings of a committee in-
vestigating the federally-spon-
sored Tuskegee syphilis ex-
periment.

Ribicoff, former HEW Secre-
tary during the Kennedy admin-
istration, last week said that
the privately-held committeed
meetings are not in the public
interest and circumvent the law.

The committee was appointed
last year after sensational dis-
closure that for 40 years the
U. S. Public Health Service had
conducted a syphilis experiment
among Black men in Tuskegee,
Alabama.

More than 430 of these men
were used as guinea pigs to
see what effect syphilis would
have on their bodies if the dis-
ease went untreated.

At leat 28, and possibly as
many as 107 of the men died
from the untreated disease.
After the discovery of penicillin
when the men could have easily
been cured they were still al-
lowed to go untreated in order
to carry out the experiment.

The HEW investigating com-
mittee is due to release a re-
port by March 31 after weigh-
ing whether the experiment was
justified when it was undertaken
in 1932; whether it should have
ended with the discovery of
penicillin; and whether current
ethical and procedural stan-
dards covering human experi-
mentation are adequate to pro-
tect the subjects of the ex-

Dr. Robinson said with the
practice of psychosurgery on
children so-called ““crimlana-
Ily agressive’’, in Mississippi,
and lobotomies being performed
on primarily Black-prisoners,
the federal government should
be concerned enough about its
images to open up such (HEW)
meetings to the public.

Dr. Robinson’s reference to
psychosurgery on children is
based on a report given at a
recent scientific meeting which
revealed that a Mississippidoc-
tor had performed scores of
such operations on children.

‘ Think of what this means
to people who are dependent
upon the federal government

for their health care,” said
Dr. Robinson, who is well-
known to residents in Wash-

ington’s 14th St. ghetto for his
work with the Center for Black
Education in establishing and
serving in a free community
health clinic in that area.

Congressman Ralph Metcalf
(D-IIl.) head of the Congress-
ional Black Caucus subcommit-
tee on health affairs, is also
known to be concerned aboutthe
progress of the official Investi-
gating committee.

Cong. Fauntroy warns poor what

IS In store; strongly backs ALFE

Congressman Walter Faun-
troy. speaking before a recent
banquet of the Association for
Loan. Free FdtratiOn (ALFE)
warned listeners that president
Richard M. Nixon h a s twice
signalled what is in store for
the poor of the nation in his
inauguaral address and in the
budget issued. James Ricketts
founder and executive director
of ALFE, presented plaques
to three outstanding leaders.

The Washington representa-
tive. who spoke on a bill which
i 1 s o inc luded Indianapolis’
Louis Russell, the longest liv-
ing he”rt transplant recipient,
ind singer Lou Rawls, said the |
spirit of the late Pr~ident John
It. Kennedy was'Tlegradated by
President Nixon when he in ef-
lect ordered blacks to ““ask not
what your government can do
tor you. As what the hell you can
oo for yourseli.”

Congressman Faiintroy noted
that President Nixon has ear-
marked the elimination of so-
cial and educational programs,
which traditionally have aided
blacks, while at the same time
maintaining those projects be-
hefitting capitalists.

He quoted the late Malcolm
X as saying that ““education is
something we are going to have
to do ourselves and is an im-
portant element in the struggle
for human rights. It is a means
to help oiii people and children
discover and rediscover their
identity and thereby increase
their self-respect. Education
is the passport to the future.”

Congressman Fauntroy poin-
ted out that black enrollment in
higher educational institutions
has risen 91 per cent in the
past five years. Blacks attend
publicly supported urban col-
leges and privately supported,
black colleges.

The prominent politician fo-
cused attention on. the over-
whelming demand on inadequate
public funds for education and
the difficulty in raising funds
for blacks. ““We must .expand
our efforts -to see that funds
for education age available for
students to attend both insti-

- Yes,

tutions.” he declared.

Congressman F auntroy
praised ALFE as being out-
standing as a public higher ed-
ucation program. He said that
although public education is
cheaper than private education,
the costs are still prohibited
for far too many of the stu-
dents of low-income families.

The representative stated:
““We have got to redefine our
work, develop new careers and
,most important if we are to sur-
vie in an Increasingly sophi-
sticated society, we have got to
deliver the skills to our young
people. If that is to haopen.
then what you are calling for
at ALFE must become a living
reality.”

He continued: “In an econo-
my where unskilled workers
are. displaced at two million
a year, what is the best thintr
for young people to do between
the ages of 18 and 24? The ques-
tion is answered very simply.
Go to school and master the
skills necessary tobecomepro-
ductive in that kind of society.
This dav is coming if ALFE
stays on the case."

Congressman Fauntroy advo-
cated a system of education
used in Russia whereby public
education is free but at a high-
er education level.

““The most important task in
this rapidly mechanized socie-
ty lying ahead of us is to bring
this nation to the realization
that we h a v e a responsibility
to provide our young people
with the opportunity to develop
the skills necessary to survive
in this society. So with that
statement on urgency of finan-
cial goals ALFE committed
itself." Congressman Fauntroy
asserted.

“Each of us I'm sure has an
experience close to home con-
cerning the talented, motivated
young person being denied the
opportunity for an education
simply because his family was
poor,

““What | responded to fn your
request for me to come here
was that | saw in what you are
doing what has been so mean-
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ingful for me in my own life.
ALFE is the hope of countless
millions of blacks, poor, and
young people all over t h e
country. People like ourselves
have decided to do our part
to make sure they have the op-
portunity,” he asserted.

Congressman Fauntroy list-
ed the new ““3Rs" as respon-
siveness relevance, and re-
sponsibility.

He said that this country
needs leadership that is sen-
sifive and responsive to the
needs of the whole society,
and indicated that higher edu-

cation is limited to the small
elite. ““We must get beyond
that. We are quickly arriving

when everybody 'wants to live
and be productive. They must
have the equivalent of a college
education. Higher education is
not something for the elite.
Our country must get away from
the concept of having our insti-
tutions of higher education sim-
ply for the elite, he added.

Congressman Fauntroy said:
“There is a lack of imagina-
tion from the bureaucratic pro-
blem solvers. Some don’t have
good sense. Some don’t have
mother wit. They serve and
perpetuate the nedds of few.
Education prepares people to
serve people in the country and
they must be”esponsive to the
Ivory Towe r universities and
colleges. These Ivory Tower
institutions must be awakened
to be responsible to the needs
of society and must have public
interest and public funds.”

He noted that ““Tricky" (Pre-
sident Richard M. Nixon) is not
going to let money flow to us
any more. ““You write it down-
you in the poverty programs.
Don’t shake your heads. He cut
funds off. and they will fall off
in a very few months," he said.

“There is another problem
that young people to whom your
program is addressed that can
be solved through vour concern
and giving. They have been con-
ditioned in a thousand different
ways from what they heard, saw,
and felt and are conditioned to
think of themselves without an
ounce of reference. If you are
familiar with that, go to any
child growing up in the inner-
city-ghetto and they will get the
message that they don’t amount
to much. This message is drum-
med into their consciousness
with unfailing regularity that
ceases repetition in any city in
the nation. You get the message.
Sometimes people like us don’t
amount to very much. See who
is accused of a select kind of
public welfare, a select kind of
crime, a select kind of illigi-
timacy, and a select kind of
drug addiction that characteri-
zes the black community. Peo-
ple like us don’t amount to very
much. If they give this message
often enough regularly enough,
and consistently enough a human
being will begin to believe this is
true. We have been conditioned
a thousand different ways that
we are not equal to or less than
other m e n,” Congressman
Fauntroy energetically admo-
nished the guests.

He said: ““Thank God for peo-
ple like you, the church, and
the community ‘who are giving
of their monev. time and ener-
gy. This gave me another view of
myself and gave so many of us
who struggle in the community
a new image of ourselves. You
have an opportunity with ALFE
to influence the downtrodden
and outcasts of the community
to stretch forth their wings and
fly from the foot of the high
mountain.

“The best.doctors have not
yet practiced. The best law-
yers have not lifted their voi-
ces in oratory. The best tea-
chers have not yet taught. The
best politicians have not yet
braved the halls of our diplo-
matic frontiers of the nation.
The best lives have not yet been
lived. All those things they can
become if they have our inspira-
tion and money. T h e y can
mount up on wings like eagles
and stretch out for the things of
highest achievement men can
reach and rise higher and high-
er. We must make ALFE what
